It’s like trying to write in a 
vacuum, this business of knowing 
the child is born, but not yet be- 
ing advised whether it is boy or 
girl. The delay is nonetheless irk­ 
some because it is understandable. 
Choice of What is to be pub­ 
lished. and the terms to be used, 
frequently may be as difficult as 
such negotiations themselves. But 
the importance of what has been 
done is so great that, pending the 
announcement, all other subjects 
pale into insignificance.

‘Meat Famine’ Talk

WASHINGTON, Nov. I — Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt in an exhaustive re­ 
view of the world food situation 
urged congress today to continue 
and increase the administration’s 
$800,000,000 food price subsidy pro­ 
gram to assure an adequate supply 
and prevent a “serious and dan­ 
gerous cycle” of inflation. 
To a legislature which has been 
sharply critical of federal subsi­ 
dies and which has leaned rather 
toward higher farm prices to en­ 
courage greater 
production 
for 
war, the chief executive sent the 
longest special message of his 
nearly ll years in the White House 
—10,000 words. He had spent a1- 
meet a month writing it 
Shorn of its historical data, the 
message 
assured 
the American 
people there will be “enough food 
to go around,” specifically nailed 
reports of a “meat famine” this 
winter and declared the price sup­ 
port program Is proving reason 
ably successful in these two ob­ 
jectives: 
Increasing production and main­ 
taining fair food prices for the con­ 
sumer. 
Sees Threats In Abandonment 
“I am convinced,” the chief ex­ 
ecutive said, “that to abandon our 
present policy would Increase the 
cost of living, bring about de­ 
mands for increased wages which 
then would be justifiable and well 
might start a serious and danger­ 
ous cyclf of inflation—without any 
net benefit to anyone.”

(If certain peoples, after Rus­ 
sian occupation, vote for affilia­ 
tion with the Soviet, who will be 
in a position to impugn these votes 
as compared with tbe electiops 
which have been promised in ter- 
^tories which the United States 
And Great Britain expect to occu 
py? The end of fighting is bound 
to see some accomplished facts 
which will not be to everyone’s 
liking, and which are going to 
take some long-term adjusting.) 
HOWEVER, there is evidence 
that the announcement expect­ 
ed momentarily from Moscow will 
give a great deal more room for 
shouting than may be immediately 
apparent on IU face. 
If, as is expected confidently in 
tbe light of statements so far avail­ 
able, tbe conference results in es­ 
tablishment of a working agree­ 
ment among the powers, it will 
have been a tremendous success. 
Establishment of some form of 
tri-partite commission, c h a r g e d 
with reaching agreements on prob-' 
lems as they arise, can mean 
everything both to the conduct of 
the war and to the establishment 
of that mutual confidence which 
will be so necessary after the 
•booting. 
That really would make Russia 
an ally, not a mere co-belligerent. 
Anything else accomplished by 
the conference can be considered 
so much gravy.

Red Troops Drive 
Within 8 Miles Of 
Nazi Escape Door 


Tens Of Thousands Of Germans Are Facing Entrapment 


In Crimea; Soviets Move Within Gun Range Of Last 


Rail Exit For Enemy By Seizing Chaplinka

LONDON, Nov. I—Tens of thousands of Germans face possible 
entrapment in the Crimea as the Russian’s Fourth Ukraine army 
plunged forward to within eight miles of the Nails’ last rail exit 
from the narrow-throated peninsula. 
The Red army reached this point, within easy artillery range of the 
railway, with the capture of Chap-4*---------------------------------- 
• 
linka, 15 miles north of the Pere- 
kop isthmus, which is only four 
miles wide at its narrowest point. 
The railroad runs through the isth­ 
mus to Kherson on the lower 
Dnieper river, 
The only other railway line lead­ 
ing out of the Crimea was cut 
when Russian forces stormed into 
Novo-Aloxeypvka, some 40 miles 
east of the Perekop land bridge, 
after a 10-mile advance from Gent- 
chesk, which they captured Satur­ 
day. 
A Russian communique, broad­ 
cast from Moscow, said the Nazis 
lost 1,000 men and 16 tanks in a 
vain attempt to hold Novo-Alex- 
eyevka, whence a railway runs 
south over a thin strip of land 
and then over a causeway into tbe 
Crimea. 
(“Fast Soviet units” have broken 
through German lines south of 
the lower Dnieper, the German 
high command acknowledged to­ 
day. 
(The broadcast communique as­ 
serted, however, th At flank attacks 
by German mobile units inflicted 
severe losses upon the Russians, 
while German counter-attacks made

The Russian communique, re 
corded by the Soviet monitor, said 
the Red army recaptured 200 more 
villages in the Nogalsk steppe, 
above the Perekop isthmus, and 
also is grinding closer to Kahovka 
and Nokopol, lower Dnieper cross­ 
ings, as well as making fresh 
gains southwest bf Dnepropetrovsk 
inside the Dnieper bend. 
Gen. Rodion 
Y. 
Malinovsky's 
troops, forging ahead southwest of 
Dnepropetrovsk for a junction with 
Soviet forces at Krivlo Rog, are 
believed to be about 40 miles from 
that iron center where Moscow ac­ 
knowledged the Germans are put­ 
ting up fierce resistance. 
A German commupique, broad­ 
cast by Berlin yesterday, said “our 
counter-attacks north of Krivoi 
Rog are making good progress in 
spite of enemy resistance.” 
(The British radio, quoting a 
Moscow correspondent, said snow 
already has fallen in central Rus­ 
sia. The broadcast, recorded by 
CBS, said the Russians, who had

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
THE SOUTHWEST PACIFIC. Nov. 
I—Rabaul staggered today under 
another massive bombing, while to 
the south, American and New 
Zealand troops are locked in battle 
with the Japanese for possession 
of Choiseul island. 
Vanskanau air field at the Im­ 
portant New Britain air base took 
115-ton bombing from heavy 
bombers and fighters Friday, Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur announced 
Forty-five Japanese planes were 
destroyed, 25 of them in combat. 
This brought to 820 the October 
total of enemy aircraft destroyed 
for certain in this war theater. 
Four Allied planes were acknowl­ 
edged lost.

Meanwhile, jungle • camouflaged 
troops who landed at two points 
on Choiseul Thursday met enemy 
resistance the next evening and at 
latest reports were engaged in 
“brisk” fighting with the Japan­ 
ese around Sangagal, six miles 
southeast of the beach-heads. 
Cargo Vassals Blasted 
If ths Choissul Japanese hope 
for 
steady reinforcements from 
Bougainville, 30 miles to ths north, 
they had little consolation in re­ 
ports from tbe South Pacific air 
force that southern Bougainville 
has scarcely a plane left after 200 
decent bombing sorties in which 
130 tons of bombs were dropped. 
More to their concern, a num­ 
ber of cargo and troop ships ap­ 
parently destined for Choiseul, or 
possibly little Treasury (Mono) 
island nearby which was invaded 
Wednesday, were destroyed or 
damaged by Admiral William F. 
Halsey’s bombers. 
On Treasury island the New 
Zealanders continued their advance 
toward Marsi, wiping out pockets 
of resistance.

The revenue group previously 
bad raised the local latter rata 
from 2 to 3 cesta. - 
The committee decided to cut 
back the air mail rate from a ten­ 
tatively-approved IO conte to 
cents. 
The present rate is 6 cants. 
The committee also decided there 
shall be no postage rate increases 
on new*iapere and church and re­ 
ligious publications, but doubled all 
other second-class postal charges. 
The general admissions tax was 
cut back to SO percent instead 
of the previously approved 30 per­ 
cent The present rate is IO per 
cent 
Chairman Dough ton (D) of North 
Carolina said the net result was 
to reduce the amount of new rev­ 
enue in the tax bill from $2,117, 
000,000 to $2,043,000,000. 
The committee rejected n pro­ 
posal to cut back its previously 
approved 15 percent rate on local 
telephone bills. 
The rate now is IO percent. 
The committee Saturday, reshuf­ 
fling several proposed excise tax 
rates, decided to slioe in half IU 
previous recommendation for a 94 
gallon boost in the Un on alco­ 
holic liquor. The committee, with­ 
out a record vote, changed tbe pro­ 
posed rate from 910 a gallon to 9$. 
Tho present tax is 96 a gallon.

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, Al­ 
giers, Nov. I—The Allied Fifth 
army has seised Tesno, control 
point to important roads flanking

Allied headquarters announced to­ 
day. 
With equally steady progress, 
the Eighth army smashed through 
the mountains to capture the vil­ 
lages of CanUlupo—the Town of 
the Singing Wolf—along with Mac- 
chiagodena and Frosolone. This 
advance placed Gen. Sir Bernard 
L. Montgomery’s warriors within 
nine miles of Isernia, central bas­ 
tion of the German mountain line. 
Advance Through Downpours 
Between 
these 
two 
sectors 
American troops performed one of 
the campaign’s most specUcular 
single 
day 
achievements 
when 
they advanced five miles through 
downpours and up steep mounUin 
slopes to seise Valle&grlcola, a 
citadel perched on rn 2,000-foot hill 
four miles north of Raviscanlna, In 
the push toward Venafro. 
A military commentator said 
reaching this objective would have 
been “hard enough for an ordi­ 
nary peacetime Sunday afternoon 
walk.” but the Americans covered 
the distance In the face of intense 
enemy artillery, morUr and ma­ 
chine gun fire and despite care- 
fully-laid mine fluids guarding ths 
approaches. 
Tesno, too, was taken only af­ 
ter a furious battle with elements 
of tile Hermann flouring division.

The United States, Great Brit­ 
ain, Russia and China havt 
pledged themselves to united 
action in the peace to follow 
defeat of their enemies and to 
establishment of “a general in­ 
ternational organization'* for 
maintaining peace and security. 
This declaration was signed by 
the big four of the United Nations 
at ths Moscow* conference attended 
by Secretary of State Hull, For­ 
eign Minister Anthony Eden of 
Britain and Foreign Commissar 
VyachesUav Molotov of Russia H 
was made public simultaneously tm 
day in Washington, London and 
Moscow. 
The Chinese ambassador in Mos­ 
cow, Foo TlngGheung, signed tbs 
agreement on behalf of his govern­ 
ment. 
Highlighting fruits of a confer- 
once which included also declara­ 
tions governing ths restoration of 
a non-Fasclst Italy- a free Austria 
and, a Roosevelt - Churchill - Stalin 
pledge to punish thorn guilty of 
atrocities, the four-power document 
stressed unity of action aad con­ 
sultation between power* with a 
common enemy (Russia Is not at 
war with Japan) until uncondltioa- 
ad surrender is achieved.

ian capitulation.

The test 
la biographical, the questions ell 
being about the mens' own lives, 
am bitions and emotions.

filers and aviation experts about 
what It took to make a good fight­ 
er pilot. Ail these beliefs were 


measured by psychologists by lay­ 
ing them alongside the actual per­ 
formances of pilots. 
Comdr. Jenkins said the signifi­ 
cant IOO questions rem aining are 
locked up In W ashington, and can­ 
not be made public.

H e did not speak much 
English and endeavored to teach the visitors his 
own tongue, confining his instruction to Just one 
word—"Skoal—” which was quite sufficient 
It went w ith every dram of the local beverages.

Ohio Farmers To Get 
Aid On Tax Returns 
COLUMBUS, Nov, I — Prepara 
tlons to help Ohio farmers file 
their December income tax reports

While recognising the "necessity
